Peanuts, a virtual failure last 
year as in most sections of the 
Wiregrass, were a pretty fair 
crop” in Coffee County this year.

According to Mr. Speed, the

Corn has averaged scmewhere 
between 20 and 25 bushels 
acre, Snecd believes.

Net result is that often the most 
judiciuious use of school money is not made 
and actual education of the children is not 
the primary consideration. 

: To cite an example, we will relate what 
iS golng on in your old home county—Cof- 
fee, 

First of all, there are three separate 
administrative set ups where ideally there 
Should only be one, Enterprise, Elba and 
the county all have Superintendents, boards 
of education and all the overhead that goes 
with them. However, Elba and Enterprise 
had good reason to organize their own ad- 
ministrative bodies because of existing con- 
ditions, 

Secondly, consolidation of the rural] 
schools is badly needed, For example, with- 
in a five mile radius Curtis, Pine Level and 
Basin schools are located. Each building 
has empty classrooms. If two of these 
school buildings were to burn down tomor- 
row, all the students could be accomodated 
and given better education in the one re- 
maining. 

Then two years ago the Coffee County 
Board of education permitted Zion Chapel 
to establish a tenth grade. In 1955 an ele- 
venth grade was allowed and a tenth grade 
| permitted at New Hope. County Supt. of 
Kducation Leamon Farris made the state- 
ment that Zion Chapel will be allowed a 
twelfth grade next year if they meet neces- 
sary standards. 
| There is absolutely no justification for 
, establishing a policy which permits this dis- 
; persion of secondary educational facilities 
lin Coffee County. Most important is the 
fact that the schools are not accredited high 
schools and instruction can’t be as good as 
in schools where better facilities are avail- 
able. 

In 1954 at the request of Coffee County 
school officials, the State Department of 
'Mducation sent trained educators into Zion

Percentage of tenants on Coffee Coun- 
ty farms decreased sharply from 1950 to 
1954, results of the 1954 Census of Agyicul- 
ture show. A study of statistics reveals that 
one of the best ways to keep folks down on 
} the farm is to give them full or part own- 
ership of the soil they till. 

A decrease in the number of farm op- 
| erators of 670 for the four year period ex- 
actly matches the number of farms that 
went out of existence in the county during 
the 1950-54 period. White operators fell off 
;from 2,935 to 2,444 while non-white opera- 
tors dropped from 508 to 829. This is a 
sizeable loss of market potential for mer- 
chants in the area.

naming’ counties, men in the state depart- 
ment have told me of one county building 
a school Which cost well into six figures at 
a site far removed from any center of popu- 
lation, Now, to keep classrooms full, they 
are using more tax money to transport pu- 
pils to the building. It is ‘as morally wrong 
as if they had built a school in Atlanta, Ga. 
and hauled students to classes there, | 
. _ Another instance cited was similar to 
Coffee County. At the request of the coun- 
ty concerned, the state department made a 
survey and recommended consolidation of 
rural schools, Two years later men from 
the state department had an occasion to re- 
turn and they found seven one-room school 
houses had been established. 

These cases and many more could be 
dug from the files of the State Department 
of Edueation. Net result is the waste of 
no one knows how much tax money and 
poor education for the students, These are 
luxuries the State of Alabama can ill afford. 

This comes at a time when industry is 
moving South and the youth need more and 
better instruction to insure their own well- 
being and to insure the continued progress 
of Alabama. 

Our remedy for the situation is to give 
trained educators on the state level more 
authority. If the State Department of Edu- 
cation spends good tax money on a survey, 
hires experts to project results of the sur. 
vey into the future and proves conclusive- 
ly that a certain school project is unsound, 
then memhers of local school boards should 
not be able to overrule these recommenda- 
tions after only a cursory study of the prob- 
lem or for reasons where providing the best 
education for the children is not the pri- 
mary consideration.

Proportion of Tenantcy Dropping on County Farms 


to 262. Livestock-share tenants also de- 
creased from o2 to 24. Croppers fell off 


over 300 trom 1950(986) to 1954 (614). 
Other and unspecified tenants increased 


from 61 to 77. 

Land owners experiencing more and 
more difficulty in getting tenants can now 
see the reason for the trouble they are 
having. Exodus from Coffee County farms 
during the four years checked has been 
considerable, Statistics also explain why 
operators are having more trouble getting 
labor to pick their cotton and do other 
farm work. 

Mechanization of farm work has ar- 
rived for this area. That means fewer but 
larger farms. Right now management and 
good bookkeeping are as important to the 
farm operator as they are to Dorsey Trail- 
ers. With the squeeze on, the farmer with 
small holdings and an inefficient operation 
will gradually drop out of the picture in 
Coffee’ County. Marginal farms with poor 
soil will be put back into trees as this phase 
of growing a money crop assumes more and 
more importance. We predict that in years 
to come, sale of timber from tree farms 
will bring more to land owners than the cot- 
ton crop. At the present pace it won't take 
much more than two decades to make this 
radical change in the county farm economy.

Governmental agencies, inclu- 
ding federal, state, and muni- 
cipal, own 16,700,000 forest acres 
or 8.5 percent of the southern 
ownership.

The pulp 
and paper industry rates even 
higher in the southern region, 
petting 96 percent maximum use 
of its forests. 

According to the Southern 
Pulpwood Conservation Associ- 
ation, the pulp and paper in- 
diustry owns 12 million acres of} 
forest lands to safeguard its raw 
material supply necessary to its 
more than two billion dollar in- 
vestment in 67 southern pulp 
and paper mills. When these 
lands grow a full crop of trees, 
it is estimated a sustained yield | 
cut will provide 50 percent of 
he total pulpwood requirement 
The remaining trees will be pur- 
chased on the open market, pri- 
marily from farmers and small 
landowners.
